Ford Amenda Offer.

The amoudmeat was sug- 
gested by Mr. Weeks to safeguard the 
govemment'a iateraeU atfalast fail- 
ure of the operating compaap to ear* 
ry out the contract in good faith tor 
th.- 100 years It would ha effective. 

Another auituilment offered was a 
guarantee to manufacture "commer- 
cial fertilisers" rather than nitrates 
and "other eompooads." while the 
third propoaod to give aathorlty to 
the company's directing board to reg- 
ulate delivery of the fertilliera direct 
from factory to consumer, making it 
impossible for intermediar> aj;ents to 
handle the products and increase the 
price to the farmers above the 8 per 
cent prottt charge^ by the manufac- 
turing coaipaay. 

These amendmenta were welcom- 
ed by the committee, altho some 
members exiuc^s d regret that Mr. 
Ford had refused to accept a fifty- 
years Isaac.
